NEW YORK, Nov. 16.— My work dur- 
ing the next four years,“ declared Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan today, “will 
be to contribute whatever I can toward 
making the national Democracy dry. 
When an issue arises it must be met, 
and the prohibition issue is here. Our 
party cannot afford to take the immoral! 

ide of a moral issue. The Democratic 
party cannot afford to become the 
champion of the brewery, the distil- 
lery and the saloon. The members of 
the party will not permit it to be buried 
in a drunkard’s grave.” 

The prediction that prohibition is to 
be the big issue four years hence came 
in answer to this question: “In what 
way will the result of the election affect 
the future of the Democratic party”. 

“In two ways,” sald Bryan. In the 
first place, four years more of experl- 
ence under Democratic reforms will 
make it imporsible to repeal the laws 
passed. By 1920 the country will have 
adjusted itself to the new laws so that 
conservatism will support the laws that 
Are, As against a proposed change. 

“This will leave the Democratic party 
free to take up new issues such as equal 
suffrage and prohibition and the elec- 
tion returns make it easy for the Demo- 
cratic party to take the lead in both of 

these reforms. It does not owe any- 
thing to the political bosses who control 
the politics of the wet cities and, be- 
sides, a considerable majority of Presi- 
Gent Wilson's electoral vote come from 
Ary territory.“

‘Wilson cartiéd nearly all the states in 
which women vote. If the Democratic 
party takes the liquor side of the pro- 
hibition question, it will risk a loss 
without certainty of gain, even if it 
could be supposed that it was willing 
to make an even trade of dry votes for 
wet ones. 

“It la worth noting, . also,” continued 
Bryan, “that the Republican party, 
having been defeated on the old issues, 
‘will be looking for some new iasue upon 
which to make the next fight, and, since 
the wet vote was not sufficient to give 
it a victory—and several more states 
will be dry before 1920—it may champion 
prohibition in the hope of winning back 
the dry states of the West. 

“It ie not at all impossible, therefore, 
was Bryan's conclusion, “that the two 
leading parties will, in 1920, enter into 
active rivalry to obtain the dry vote of 
the country.”

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Nov. 15.— 
After Nov. 1 no sugar may be sold in 
Sweden except upon presentation of a 
suvar card. A stock-taking through- 
out the kingdom has shown that 
some method of controlling tue con- 
sumption is unavoidable, and the card 
system, patterned on Germany's 
methods of regulation, was decided 
on. One kilogram (2.2 pounds) will be 
allowed per month per capita, except 
for December, when two kilograms 
will be available. 

A further result of the sugar short- 
age may be a forced reduction à the 
production or arrac punch, the so- 
called national drink of the Swedes. 
Fully a milion kilograms are used 
for punch-making yearly. .

smelters. More than 10,000 men are af- 
fected by the shutdown. Copper is 
selling above 30 cents a pound and the 
demand is the greatest ever known. 
The coal shortage has become serious 
in various sections of Montana.

Sister ot Christine Diemer Also 
Held to Grand Jury at 
Pontiac, III. 


BODY FOUND IN RIVER 


Autopsy Developed Fractured 
Skull and Little Water in Lungs; 
Missing Since October 27. 


PONTIAC, III., Nov. 15.—Intense inter- 
est was manifested here today in the 
holding to the grand jury of Jacob Die- 
mer, his wife and daughter in connec- 
tion with the death of another daughter, 
Christine. 

The Diemer family is one of wealth 

and prominence. Christine, a beautiful 
young woman, disappeared Oct. 27. It 
was understood by neighbors that she 
was visiting in Florida, where she spent 
last winter. 
On Nov. 8, however, Mrs. Frank 
Haines, rowing her boat across the 
Vermillion River, came upon the body 
floating on the water. An autopsy dis- 
closed a fractured skull, and little water 
in the lungs, indicating, it was said, 
death from outward violence. 

At the inquest held yesterday mem- 
bers of the family testified that Chris- 
tine was last seen alive by them Oct. 
27 Christine, they said, bade her father 
good night and retired. 

The next morning the sister, Magda- 
lena, went to awaken Christine, but 
found the room empty. She surmised, 
she testified, that her sister had caught 
ar. early. train for Florida. She thought 
she had not said good-by because her 
purents had tried to discourage her from 
taking the trip. 

Other witnesses testified that they 
heard cries of distress near the Diemer 
hore on the Vermillion River on the 
night that the girl disappeared.

information by telephone. 

Martin Weiss, the prisoners’ attorney, 
objected to fhe mention of Dillon, as 
the present trial is only for the killing 
of McKenna. Judge Grimm said he 
could not determine whether it would 
be necessary to bring the Dillon mur- 
der into the testimony or not, but that 
flight after a crime was an admissible 
item of evidence, tending to establisa 
agcrime. He said he would permit tho 
statement as to Dillon to be made, and 
would later, if he thought proper, in- 
struct the jury to disregard it. Harvey 
then went on to speak of the death of 
Hillion.

an interview given to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press, in which he 
discussed the general European situa- 
tion, 
‘We cannot expect,“ he said, to see 
peace negotiations opened within the 
next few weeks while the Rumanian 
c.mpaign is still undecided. However, 
I regard our chances for success there 
as excellent, and once Rumania te 
crushed I think both sides will be will- 
ing to consider the question of peace. 
“Rumania was the entente’s last -ard 
and is proving a losing one. We are 
massing a big army against the Ru- 
manians, and I think that the end will 
come shortly. 
„Of course, our progress on the Tran 
sylvanian front is a bit slow, owing to 
the great difficulties of the country and 
particularly to the deficiency in rear- 
ward communications. These communi- 
cations are far poorer than in the West 
or even in Galicia and Russia. However, 
the entry of Rumania inte the war has 
in many respects been’ really advan- 
tageous to us.“ 

Refers to Recent Speeches. 
To illustrate what he regards as the 
improving chances for peace negotia- 
tions, Count Apponyi referred to recent 
speeches of statesmen in the opposing 
camps. Not Lloyd-George, of course,“ 
he interjected parenthetically, but such 
as Lord Grey and Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, for example.” He sug- 
gested a comparison between the utter- 
ances of these leaders a. year ago and 
at ‘present.

Social Life Lacking..

three cases, the question of future Fed- 


eral prosecutions for violation of the 
Mann law, when elements of commer- 
cialism or coercion are absent, now 
awaits the court's decision. 

In arguing appeals from conviction, un- 
der the Mann act, of F. Drew Caminett! 
and Maury I. Diggs of Sacramento, Cal., 
and L. I. Heys of Alva, Ok., Assistant 
Attorney-General Wallace, for the Gov- 
ernment, asked the court to interpret 
the law so as to prohibit interstate 
transportation of women for any in- 
moral purpose. The contention. that 
Congress never intended the law to ap- 
ply to cases of mere immorality with- 
out the elements of commercial traffic 
or coercion, was presented by former 
Senator Bailey of Texas and Harry O. 
Glasser of Enid, Ok., for the defend- 
ants. 

Ba ley insisted the law never intended 
t» make it possible to send to prison for 
five years and to impose a fine of $50» 
upon a young. man who simply made a 
mistake. ‘A man may lapse and still be 
honorable, he said.

Officials and Property Owners 
Confér on Easton-Penrose 
Improvement Tangle. 


An immediate effort will be made by 
city officials to complete King’s high 
way, from Easton avenue to Penrose 
avenue, as 4 result of a conference at 
the city hall today, attended by mem- 
bers of the Board of Public Servite, 
the, City Plan Commission and property 
owners on the street. By change of 
the city’s plans for the improvement of 


the highway and litigation, the work 
has been held up 10 years. 


It was virtually agreed that the 
Board of Public Service would ask the 
City Counselor for an opinion as to 
whether the city could pay into court 
the sum of $163,000 awarded as damages 
to property owners for strips of ground 
required for widening the street, take 
possession of the property and proceed 
with the improvement. If the City 
Counselor holds that this can be done, 
in the présent status of the pending 
litigation, a request will be made upon 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment for the money to pay into court. 

Property Owners Present. 

The conference was attended by 
about 100 property owners. While there 
was wide divergence of opinion as to 
how the improvement should be made, 
with respect to the width of the street, 
everybody wanted the street improved 
at the earliest possible moment. 

The other alternatives are for the 
city to continue the legal fight to up- 
hold the validity of the ordinance un- 
der which it is seeking to make the pro- 
posed improvement, a street 150 feet 
wide, and to repeal the present ordi- 
nances and pave the street at its pres- 
ent width, 100 feet. Most of the prop- 
erty owners wanted a 150-foot street, 
and some of the property owners who 
filed exceptions to the city’s proposed 
plan of improvement said they were 
willing to join in the movement to have 
the work completed at once. 

City officials who attended the con- 
ference were not certain, however, that 
they could proceed with the plan of 
paying in the amount of damages 
awarded to property owners, as Wil- 
liam B. Thompson, a lawyer, who filed 
the suits which have caused a seven 
years’ delay, said that he would ap- 
ply for an injunction to prevent the 
city from carrying out that plan. 

Confused Situation. 

The end of the conference left the sit- 
uation badly confused, but Director of 
Streets and Sewers Talbert, who pre- 
sided, said that he was going to try to 


get some action that would terminate 


the delay and put through the improve- 
ment. Most of the property owners 
seemed to be willing to enter into any 
reusonn ble compromisé with the @ty to 
get the improvement completed, and 
have their property released from the 
conditions brought about by the city’s 
condemnation suits, and the litigation 
following. 

If the controversy between the city 
and the objectors to the improvement w 
not compromised it will be another four 
years, at least, and probably more, be- 
fore there can be a final decision in the 
litigation. 

In 1906 a bond issue of $600,000 was 
passed to establish King’s highway as a 
boulevard from Carondelet Park to 
O' Fallon Park, thus creating a north 
and south boulevard connecting all the 
important parks of the city. The boule- 
vard has been completed and paved from 
Arsenal street to Easton avenue. The 
controversy which has held up the com- 
pletion of the boulevard affects the sec- 
tion between Easton avenue and Pen- 
rose Park, a S0-acre tract of land bought 
by the city out of the proceeds of the 
King's highway boulevard bond issue. 

Used $160,525 on Boulevard. 

The city paid $163,127 for Penrose Park, 

$110,000 for a park in the south end of 


the city, and used, according to a state- 


ment by the City Comptroller, only $160, - 
525.98 of the $500,000 bond issue money 
for actually opening the boulevard, So 
much money was used for other than 
boulevard purposes, that the city found 
that it Ain not have funds to complete 
the project as a boulevard, and in 1909 
passed an ordinance repealing the ordi- 
nance establishing King’s highway as 
a boulevard, and providing for the im- 
proyement between Easton avenue and 
Penrose Park as a street. This ordi- 
na was what brought on the litiga- 
tion, which has heid up the completion 

of the project.

In this class are 
included the reforms of the suffrage in 
Prussia, which still employs the plural 
voting system, and in some of the small- 
er German tes, where the form of 
government is still autocratic. 

“The important feature of the change 
will be the erection of direct responsibil- 
ity of Government to the people through 
their representatives in the Reichstag. 
Under the present system there is actu- 
ally no such responsibility. The Chan- 
cellor is at the head of the political gov- 
ernment. He owes: his responsibility to 
the Kaiser, by whom he is created. The 
various Secretaries are not actually Min- 
isters of the Cabinet in the common un- 
derstanding of that term. They are 
merely bureau chiefs of the Chancellor, 
who is not only nominally but actually 
thelr chief and to whom their deg ag 
bility is alone due. 

Belief Is Changing. 
This condition was reaffirmed by the 


Government was not answerable to the 
Reichstag for the course it pursued, but 
Was anawerable alone to the Emperor, 

There 16 a definite belief in Germany 
today—and a belief that may not be far 
from realization—that the Government 
should be answerable to the Reichstag. 
thus making it responsive to the pop- 
ular voice. Perhaps the most effective 
way of bringing this change about would 
be to amend the Constitution of the con- 
federated empire, with the permission 
and approval of the Kaiser and the vari- 
ous ruling Kings and heads of the con- 
federated states by whom the Constitu- 
tion was granted. 

“In creating the responsibilitv of the 
Chancellor to the people, it would be 
likewise necessary to organize a Cabinet, 
the members of which should have pow- 
ers similar in their nature to those held 
by the Gabinet officlals of America, 
France and England. The creation of 
such a form would obviate the present 
charge that Germany does not possess 
a popular government and would give 
opportunity for the effective participa- 
tion of many minds which now are lack 
ing a mode of expression, 

“Up to this point I am in sympathy 
with the outline of the reforms that I 
have sketched, but my approval stops 
short of accepting a plan that would 


each time the Reichstag passed a. vote 
of lack of confidence. 
Many Political Organhixations. 

It must be borne in mind that there 
are in Germany today something like % 
separate politi¢al organizations, This 
number is unwieldy and dangerous to 
Successful execution of governmenta! 
projects, because of the facility with 
which opposition could be welded to- 
wether on one pretext or another 0 
overthrow the Ministry. Therefore, sine: 
Gerjnany does not possess the two-party 
system such as ia te be found in the 
politics of England and America, and as 
the Germun political issues are large 
internal rather than foreign. it is my 
idea that in the creation of the new 
form of governmental responsibility 
there should be given to the Govern- 
ment a fixed tenure of office siriliar tu 
that which America possesses, whére the 
Cabinet is ¢mpiaced for four ears.

tunnel gave acces sto scores of electri-:- 
Ht chambers in which companies of in- 
fantry were housed, and which con- 
tained quantities of machine guns and 
bombs, Ancther 70 prisoners were 
cuught in a ravine south of Beaumont 
Hamel, where they were cut off by the 
attack Monday afternoon. 

Relief Treops Captured. 


The British success south of the Ancre 


was increased, owing to the fact that 
the Germans in this section were on 
the point of being relieved’ by fresun 


troops when the attack was launched. 
The result was timt twice the normal 
strength of the garrison was trapped 
by the barrage fire. Among the prison- 
ers taken here were many men of the 
Ninety-third Infantry, of which the 
Duke of Albany is honorary Colonel in 
Chief. The regiment lost heavily. Ac- 
cording to the prisoner, the Duke was 
waiting in the rear to inspect the regi- 
ment when it should leave the fighting 
line.

The British swarmed over the 
surface between the trench lines and 
hurled showers of bombs into the Ger- 
man dugouts and shelters, capturing in 
quick succession seven parallel rows of 
the main German trenches between 
Beaumont-Hame! and Beaucourt. Pris 
oners from the Prussian Guards told 
the Associated Press correspondent that 
the terrific bombardment destroyed the 
machine gun emplacements and made 
resistance to the infantry charge im- 
possible.

They declared 
they were glad to surrender. 

“Tank” Used Seuth of River. 

A tank“ which helped to destroy ma- 
chine gun positions at the bottom of 
the valley south of the Ancre was at- 
tacked with bombs by the Germans, 
who swarmed about it in large num- 
bers. All of the attackers were killed 
by the guns of the tank. 

Two-thirds of the British casualties 
south of the Ancre were in slightly 
wounded. The total losses were lighter 
in proportion than in any previous p- 
eration of the last four months. The 
British attack was pressed continuous- 
ly last night. All ground as far as 
Beaucourt has been well consolidated 
and the troops are pushing beyond 
Feenele.

Dependent Upon the Farm. f 

“It goes without saying that the phy- 
sical life of the nation has always de- 
pended upon the farm. It goes without 
saying also that to a large extent the 
physical life of the world has drawn its 
sustenance from the great areas of farm 
land in the United States. 

, “We have sent food to all parts of 
the world, and the American farmer 

Alt | * has contributed to the life of all the 
| | = : countries of the world. But you know 
that, as our own population has in- 

creased, the proportion in which we 
could help forefgn countries as contrast- 
ed with our own has decreased, and 
there are problems that are comparable 
with the problems of statesmanship lying ' 
ahead ot, the farmers of the United 

States. 

“In the future we have got to bring 
more of the area of the United States 
under cultivation than is under culti- 
vation now. We have got to increase 
the product at every point where it is 
susceptible of being increased. 

Long Astonishing Delay. 

“One of the things that has most in- 
terested me about what has been done 
recently by legislation for the bencfit 
of the farmer is the question why it 
Was not done long before. It is aston- 
ishing that the assets, the valuable, 
assets, the available assets, the 
visible assets of the farm should 
not have been available as a 
basis of credit in the banks on the same 
terms as the assets of commercial. un- 
dertaking and manufacturing industry. 
Cattle are just as visible and tangible 
as goods in warehouses and goods on 
trains. 

“We have liberated the credits of the 
banks, and we.have mobilized through 
the Department of Agriculture the sci- 
entific intelligence of the world. With 
that combination, every nation in the 
world ought to come to us to learn how 
to raise big crops. We ought to raise 
such big crops that circumstances like 
the present can never recur, when men 
can make as if the supply was so shot 
that the middleman could charge for it 
what he pleased. 

Clear Lines of Duty. 

“I wish that all problems of govern- 
ment were displayed in as clear lines 
of duty as this problem of government 
with regard to how the farmer ought to 
be treated is displayed. I wish, for ex- 
ample, that foreign affairs were as sim- 
ple as agriculture. The great satisfa :- 
tion about what you have to discuss is 
that when once your duty is determined, 
we have got a great force of intelligence 
to go forward in the line of duty.
